2nd President’s Conference brings security, privacy

Ask Nisha Goiygupta, grade 11 student 
from Centennial Regional High School, 
how she feels about safety online after 
attending the second President's 
Conference. 

“I should really just burn my hard 
drive.’ 

Goiygupta had just exited the confer- 
ences morning session where Institute 
for Information Systems Engineering's 
Mourad Debabbi gave a chilling 


. description of how nefarious hackers 


can exploit your every move online. 
Whether considering how they can 
secretly harvest information to steal 
your identity or use your computer to 
spread a virus, it was obvious 
Goiyguptas sense of security and priva- 
cy had changed. 

She was not alone. Goiygupta was 
one of more than 700 people attending 
Every Breath You Take: Surveillance, 


Security and the End of Privacy who left 
gasping from what theyd heard from a 
few of Concordias finest researchers 
and independent experts. 

For the second time in eight months, 
the President’s Conference brought 
researchers, community members and 
students — high school to PhD — 
together in the D.B. Clarke Theatre on 
Nov. 4 to take a close look at an issue 
deeply impacting our everyday lives. 

From computer science and software 
engineering professor Ching Y. Suen’s 
science behind handwriting recogni- 
tion, to chemistry and biochemistry 
professor John Capobiancos explana- 
tion of the potential for nanotechnolo- 
gy to improve public safety and health, 
to the historical context of surveillance 
provided by history professor Shannon 
McSheffrey, the conference provided a 
unique forum for varying perspectives 
from members of all four Faculties and 
to pose some pointed questions. 


“We tend to think it’s privacy versus 
security. [...] But in academic research, 
the two are linked and want to be bal- 
anced, said communication studies 
professor Kim Sawchuk, speaking at the 
afternoon session. “We need a better 
understanding of these terms and laws 
that oversee us. I think the reason we're 
here is understanding the questions we 
need to ask.’ | 

Building on the success of the first 
conference in April, Understanding 
Desire: The Addicted Network, this fall's 
edition again welcomed hundreds of 
students from high schools and 
CEGEPs. Returning were students from 
Trafalgar School for Girls and 
Centennial Regional High School. 
Participating online, via webcast and 
Google video chat, were students from 
Chambly Academy in St. Lambert, 
CEGEP @ Distance and Marianopolis 
College.

As well, organizers virtually connected with students 
from Collége Edouard Montpetit and Stafford Middle 
School from Plattsburgh, N.Y. — the first time French- 
language and American schools have participated. Prior 
to the conference, organizers arranged for a large 
amount of theme-related information to be listed on the 
conference’ website for teachers to incorporate into 
their curriculums. 

Another returning partner was the team from the 
Mountain Lake, New York branch of PBS, who is plan- 
ning to package both conferences into a two-hour, two- 
part lecture series. 

“When we first talked to Concordia about being here, 
about a partnership, we were really excited about our prox- 
imity to the huge number of scholars,’ said Colin Powers, 


Mountain Lake's Director of Production and Programming. 
“Concordia has this vast scholastic base that is a perfect fit 
for PBS’ audience. This is stuff we all want to hear, regardless 
of what side of the border were on.’ 

Mountain Lake PBS serves northern New York, east- 
ern Vermont and the entire province of Quebec. 

“The theme and the information brought forth truly 
resonated with the audience and I include myself in 
there” said Vice-Provost, Teaching and Learning Ollivier 
Dyens, one of the conference's organizers. “Right after 
the conference, I went out and bought an updated anti- 
virus for my computer.’ 

Dyens says the day went off without a hitch, and he's 
quick to deflect any praise away from himself and onto 
the organizing committee and the technical crew, who, 
“were amazing from start to finish. It wouldnt have been

possible to do this without them.’ 

The conference was also one of the first events of Les 
Journées du Savoir, a four-day scholarly program facili- 
tated by Conférence des recteurs et des principaux des 
universités du Québec (CREPUQ). From Nov. 4 to 7, more 
than 50 activities took place at 16 Quebec universities, to 
demonstrate the importance of Quebec's universities on 
everyday life. 

Plans for the next in the President's Conference Series 
are currently being discussed. Dyens states a conference 
surrounding the issue of human rights is being planned 
for the Congress of the Humanities and Social Sciences, 
here at Concordia in spring 2010.

How patronage helped form communications

The name Rockefeller conjures 
images of excessive wealth and 
luxury. After ll, Oysters 
Rockefeller was named to link the 
richest living American with the 
over-the-top richness of the sauce. 

It seems almost counter-inti- 
itive to consider the Rockefellers 
in light of their decades-tong sup- 
port for communications, the 
arts, the humanities, medicine, 
education and the public good. 

The impact private wealth 
had on the development of pub- 
lic art is the theme of 
Patronizing the Public: American 
Philanthropy’s Transformation of 
Culture, Communication, and the 
Humanities, edited by commu- 
nication studies professor 
William Buxton. The collection 
of work by a number of scholars 
examines the role of philanthro- 
py in shaping media and the 
performing arts. 

“I wanted this volume to act as 
a point of reference for people 
working in this field; explained 
Buxton. He added that the influ- 
ence of philanthropy on commu- 
nications has not been extensively 
explored before now. 

The essays address the impact 
of philanthropy on television, cin- 
ema, dance, museums, journal- 





ism, film-music, radio, and the 
humanities in general. The essays 
were originally presented as 
papers in a workshop Buxton 
organized while he was scholar- 
in-residence at the Rockefeller 
Archive Center during the sum- 
mer of 2004. 

“I wanted to combine experi- 
enced researchers with emerging 
scholars, said Buxton. Among 
those invited were Concordia pro- 
fessors Haidee Wasson (cinema) 
and Charles Acland (communica- 
tion studies). 

Each contributor provided 
detailed reflection on his/her own 
field's relationship to private phi- 
lanthropy. Buxton contributed a 
handful of chapters intended to 
link and contextualize the more 
focused contributions. 

Ultimately it's the complex 
interconnection between private 
funding and public interest that is 
at the heart of the book, as reflect- 
ed in its title. For instance, his 
chapter on the ‘Rockefeller half- 
century’ (the 20s to the 70s, the 
period covered by the volume) 
uses the construction of the 
Rockefeller Center and _ the 
Lincoln Center in New York City 
to trace the evolution of public 
and private philanthropic efforts. 
Both projects involved 
Rockefellers in their planning and 
execution. The former was a com- 





mercial venture, directed centrally 
and involving many communica- 
tions industries as tenants. The 
latter was a decentralized, non- 
profit endeavour that was 
nonetheless heavily underwritten 
by private interests. 

“I also wanted to challenge an 
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instrumental vision of funding .- 


that looks solely at results, said 
Buxton. “These essays deal with 
the complexity of relationships 
between donors and recipients: 

The Rockefellers’ influence dur- 
ing this period was far-reaching, 
extending into Canada with the 
establishment of the Stratford 
Shakespeare Festival and nearly 
$20 million in grants, fellowships 
and support for artists and artistic 
associations. The chapter con- 
tributed by Queen's University's 
Jeffrey Brison traces the origins of 
the federally-sponsored SSHRC 
and Canada Council to precursors 
funded by private foundations 
including the Rockefellers’ and 
the Carnegies. 

Each of the chapters is based 
on primary archival research 
(which meant a lot of fact-check- 
ing). Buxton proposed the proj- 
ect to the editor of Lexington 
Books’ critical media studies 
series and it was well-received. It 
has already generated positive 
interest from libraries and foun- 
dation officials.

Senate discusses changes in online course delivery 


eConcordia structure has evolved since it first began in 2002

Provost David Graham presented the 
relationship between Concordia 
University and eConcordia, the online 
course delivery system, at the Nov. 6 
Senate meeting. 

His thorough presentation traced the 
history of the relationship, outlined 
issues that had arisen and described the 
rationale for changes in the new struc- 
ture through an agreement signed in 
September 2008. 

The current arrangement, which will 
operate on a two-year trial basis with the 
possibility of renewal, is intended to 
resolve issues arising from the previous 
system. Chief among them were con- 
cerns about academic oversight and the 
quality of the courses delivered, and 
questions about the distribution of rev- 
enues. The subject raised a lot of ques- 
tions and discussion from senators, who 
echoed many of these concerns. 

Graham presented very clear charts 
that demonstrated the sharp growth 
curves for registration for online courses 
since eConcordia first began to offer 
online courses in 2002. Since then, 
eConcordia course registrations have 
exploded from under 2 500 to over 25 
000. “It is clear that students are choos- 
ing online courses for thetr flexibility,’ he 
said. “If we don't meet this need, other 
universities will and we risk losing stu- 
dents.’ 

Graham also asked the Institutional 
Planning Office to verify the academic 
standards of the courses offered online. 

The office compared a random 10% 
sample of students in the same course 


offered both ways and found no signifi- 
cant difference either in grade distribu- 
tion or retention. 

In tracing the history of the relation- 
ship between Concordia and 
eConcordia, Graham acknowledged that 
the initial system was tentative in some 
respects, since it was unclear how popu- 
Jar online courses would be. Faculty 
members were approached to develop 
and deliver courses on their own, over 
and above their regular teaching load. 
There was little coordination through 
Faculties of what courses would be avail- 
able, nor was there any effective way to 
monitor quality. 

Graham explained that the new agree- 
ment, which includes letters of agree- 
ment with CUFA and CUPFA is “more in 
line with university governance models.’ 
A separate entity called KnowledgeOne 
will deliver other non-Concordia courses 
(corporate training programs, courses 
developed by other universities, continu- 
ing education courses) as a profit-mak- 
ing corporation. Any profits derived 
from KnowledgeOne will ultimately 
make their way back to Concordia. 

As a_- non-profit corporation, 
eConcordia has_ strong representation 
from Concordia on its nine-person board 
of directors, including the President, the 
Provost, the Vice-President, External 
Relations, and Secretary General, and 
the Dean of the JMSB. 

In addition, a separate Academic 
Liaison Group, chaired by the Provost, 
and including all Concordia Deans, and 
the President of eConcordia is now 
responsible for determining the course 
offerings available through the system. 


Overall, it seems clear that online 
learning works best for general, 200-level 
courses in fields that require familiarity 
with basic information or concepts. “Any 
kind of technologically-mediated teach- 
ing can make it harder to transfer critical 
thinking skills, said Graham. 

The letters of agreement establish 
eConcordia courses firmly as part of the 
regular duties of faculty who participate. 
The course development and teaching 
engagement for these courses will be 
treated as comparable to other universi- 
ty courses. 

As before, eConcordia receives from 
the university payments essentially 
equivalent to the tuition paid by stu- 
dents registered in courses delivered by 
eConcordia, while the university receives 
the provincial FTE allocation, which rep- 
resents about three times the tuition rev- 
enues. For each student registered, $20 is 
returned back to the academic budget, 
to be allocated appropriately. Previously, 
that amount went directly to instructors, 
who will now be compensated as part of 
their regular workload or in accordance 
with policies on overload teaching. 

In addition to more direct participa- 
tion by Concordia University in 
eConcordia governance, the structure 
establishes a clear model of course 
design and revision that will sees cours- 
es renewed on a regular cycle. Existing 
courses will be integrated into the pro- 
gram and renewed in the same way. 

Graham summed up the importance 
of the system by saying, “We can respond 
to student needs without sacrificing aca- 
demic quality and generate revenue to 
support academic priorities.’

Also, technology allows us to get 
work done faster.

using only one-time use, dispos- 
able film cameras. 

Hancox, who grew up in 
Moose Jaw, Sask., began the 
project during his first trip back 
to the prairies in many years. He 
noticed the dichotomy of 
murals, painted throughout the 
city - depicting a more prosper- 
ous time, yet displayed on the 
side of decaying buildings. Since 
that trip in 2000, Hancox has 
taken hundreds of pictures of 
locales all over Canada, which 
he pared down to 19 for the 
show.

Over the weekend of Nov. 6 to 9 
,a number of people gathered at 
the Montefiore Club to examine 
the theme Remembering War, 
Genocide and Other Human 
Rights Violations: Oral History, 
New Media and the Arts. 

The conference, co-organized 
by the Centre for Oral History 
and Digital Storytelling and the 
Montreal Life Stories Project, 
presented the process, reflec- 
tion and production of a num- 
ber of international researchers, 
practitioners, artists and com- 
munity representatives — many 
of whom occupied several of 
those roles simultaneously. 

The event, the fourth in asso- 
ciation with the Life Stories 
project, funded by the CURA 
program, focused on the “drive 
to tell difficult stories through 
art, dance, theatre and media, 
said Susan Bell, who recently 
became research coordinator 
for the oral history centre. 

Bell said the conference 
theme is critical for the project's 
mandate. “This really is the crux 
of the project. How do you 
transfer these stories in a way 
that is full of grace?”

have.” He urged those present to 
choose words carefully, “we have 
to break through these words 
that are so familiar they become 
numbing, and keep always 
aware of the experiences behind 
or beyond those words.” 

Filmmaker Liz Miller, who 
worked with young refugees to 
Montreal this last year as part of 
the Montreal Life Stories 
Project, reflected on the impor- 
tance of producing material that 
can speak to multiple audiences 
“but avoid reenacting a trauma 
or performing victimization. 
She cautioned care while nego- 
tiating the space between con- 
veying intimacy and sensation- 
alizing. 

Theatre professor Ted Little 
was struck by the similar con- 
cerns expressed by participants 
and presenters across disci- 
plines, remarking that he did 
not often find himself in confer- 
ences. 

“I heard a lot about process 
and product and how they come 
together” he said. “Essentially, 
people were considering how to 
engage with difficult knowledge.’

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Growing passion for applied mathematics 


Cornell University professor demonstrates geometry with crochet

When linguistics professor Charles Reiss 
introduced Cornell University mathe- 
matician Daina Taiminas lecture on Nov. 
6, the list of event sponsors hinted at the 
interdisciplinary treat the York 
Amphitheatre audience was about to 
receive. 

Taimina’s presentation, on expressing 
complex geometric models through cro- 
chet, was presented by the Fibres 
Program, the Department of Studio Arts, 
the Department of Mathematics and 
Statistics and the Linguistics Students 
Association — all under the auspices of 
the Special Individualized Program of the 
School of Graduate Studies. 

For Reiss, who has been involved with 
the SIP program since arriving here 14 
years ago. “It would be hard to find a bet- 
ter topic to convey the spirit of SIP? 

The SIP program allows students to 
select three supervisors from across dis- 
ciplines to guide them through complex 
research that does not fit within a single 
field, or that goes beyond the graduate 
programs currently available at 
Concordia. 

Reiss, himself studied mathematics 
before turning to linguistics (“both 
involve cognitive science, he explains). 
“Through SIP, I've supervised theses 
involving psychology, philosophy, com- 
puter science, mathematics and educa- 
tion. 

The program is increasingly popular, 
with 40 new students being accepted in 
the last year. “Everyone we accept choos- 
es to come to Concordia.” 

That spirit of intellectual curiosity was 
evident in the hall during Taiminas pres- 
entation. The room was filled with math- 
ematicians and fibres students who lis- 
tened to the lecture while working on 
their own knitting projects. 

Taimina offered a very personal pres- 
entation of her journey from Latvia to the 
U.S. and from mathematician to artist. 

It was about a dozen years ago that 





Taimina conceived of using crochet to 
express the geometric notion of hyper- 
bolic planes when she saw a simple illus- 
trated model of exponential growth. The 
concept of exponential growth is fairly 
straightforward: think of that old exam- 
ple of having a penny on day one, 2¢ on 
the second day and the amount of money 
you collect by the end of the month by 
doubling each day. 

Taimina has developed a more evoca- 
tive example. “I just mention Bernie 
Madoff and Ponzi schemes and everyone 
understands what I mean.’ 

The concept of hyperbolic planes is a 
bit harder to grasp. In the past, mathe- 
maticians understood two basic forms 
for geometry, the plane and the sphere. It 
was in the 1820s and 1830s that two 
mathematicians conceived of a third 
structure, hyperbolic space. 

It was Taimina who determined how to 
materially demonstrate that. “One way of 
understanding it is that it’s the geometric 
opposite of the sphere. On a sphere, the 
surface curves in on itself and is closed. A 


hyperbolic plane is a surface in which the - 


space curves away from itself at every 
point.” In other words, the space is ever- 
increasing. 

The illustrated model of exponential 
growth she saw reminded her of the 
schematic patterns she used in Europe to 
realize crochet projects. “I could never 
follow the patterns you use here, those 
are just words, she said. By doubling 
every stitch into two, she was able to con- 
struct a hyperbolic plane. Taimina 
explained the early crochet rows in a 
project are completed in minutes, where- 
as the final ones can literally take hours 
to complete. By changing the ratio (for 
instance, an increase every fifth or tenth 
stitch, or a ratio of 2:3) the form and 
properties of the plane shift. 

The project has been taken up by a 
number of groups. The Institute for 
Figuring in the U.S., theifforg, has an 
online gallery of different exhibits using 
the basic form to create coral reefs or 
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Cornell University professor Daina Taimina poses with a variety of the hyperbolic plane 
models she crocheted to demonstrate geometric principles for her students. 


other displays. 

She developed the idea with the help of 
her husband, David W. Henderson, also a 
Cornell mathematician. Like Taimina, 
Henderson was interested in developing 
concrete, hands-on ways for his students 
to learn about geometry. His book, 
Experiencing Geometry, offered similar 
approaches to mathematics education. 


According to Taimina, the book led to 
conversations, the conversations to mar- 
riage and the third edition of 
Experiencing Geometry was co-authored 
by the couple. 

Henderson also spoke on Nov. 6. He 
presented a new curriculum for teaching 
geometry for the Algebra Project, an 
organization that teaches math skills.

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Spanish history brought to life via Montreal 


Students learn about Norman Bethune’s contribution in the Spanish Civil War

The connections between Montreal's his- 
tory, controversies in contemporary 
Spanish culture and Beaver Lake might 
seem convoluted at best. But students in 
David Rodriguez-Solas course, The 
History of Spanish Culture, spent an 
afternoon at the McCord Museum 
understanding how Norman Bethune is 
the link between these various threads. 
Bethune, who died 70 years ago on 
Nov. 12, spent a year in Spain as one of 
35 000 internationals who were drawn to 
fight fascism during the Spanish Civil 
War. Rodriguez-Solas used the McCord'’s 
exhibit, Normand Bethune: Trail of 
Solidarity, to illustrate how many of the 
medical innovations Bethune brought to 


China were actually developed a year 


earlier, while he was in Spain. 

The exhibit contains a number of 
images taken by Bethune’s friend and 
companion on the trip, Hazen Sise. Sise, 


a Montrealer who trained as an architect _ 
(and designed the Beaver Lake Pavillion’ 


in the 1950s), lacked Bethunes medical 
training but he served in the. civil war 
effort by driving ambulances. 

It was during the year the two men 
spent in Spain that Bethune developed 





the concept of mobile hospitals, and 
blood transfusions, both. critically 
important to saving the lives of those in 
battle. | 

Better known for his medical and 
humanitarian work in China, Bethune 
was also essential in helping refugees 
escape from Malaga in 1937. Rodriguez- 
Sold4s grew up near Malaga, but did not 
hear much of Bethune while in Spain. 
“He was just one of thousands who came 
to help? said Rodriguez-Solas. “His work 
was really important, it’s a pity hes not 





very well known.’ Rodriguez-Solas spent 
some time teaching in the U.S. before 
joining the Department of Classics, 
Modern Languages and Linguistics this 
term. 

In fact, one of the ‘students in the 
class said that she had heard more 
about Bethune while studying in China 
than she ever had in Montreal, despite 
the fact that his statue sits in the centre 
of Quartier Concordia. Rodriguez- 
Solas asked the students to reflect on 
how the commemoration of history

(or the absence of it) contributes to or 
modifies collective memory. 

Rodriguez-Solas also used the exhib- 
it to connect the material to contem- 
porary Spain. The course looks at how 
history interacts with Spanish culture 
right now. Two years ago, Spanish par- 
liament passed the Law of Historical 
Memory seeking to redress some of the 
losses incurred by victims of the civil 
war. This decision was controversial 
because of the potential to reopen 
70-year-old wounds. 


Solving global problems with practical solutions

You don't need a lot of resources or equip- 
ment to effect change in the developing 
world; that’s one of the main principles 
Engineers Without Borders (EWB) adopts 
in finding solutions to complicated prob- 
lems. 

And you don't have to study engineering 
to get involved in their education and out- 
reach projects. “Engineers see things in a 
similar way. Having people from different 
backgrounds lets us view things from dif- 
ferent perspectives, leading to better 
results” said student Jad Saleh, who is the 
Concordia chapter's VP Communications. 

The volunteer organization is involved 
in a number of campaigns and is develop- 
ing innovative ways to promote their ideas. 
For instance, in their efforts to raise aware- 
ness about the importance of fair trade 
practices, they held a Reverse Trick or 
Treat on Oct. 31. 

“Instead of taking candy, we went out 
and handed out fair trade chocolate,’ said 
Saleh, who studies mechanical engineer- 
ing. Volunteers from all three Montreal 
chapters (the other two are at McGill and 
the Polytéchnique) spent two hours at 
dusk in different parts of town going door- 
to-door to nearly 500 households educat- 





exchange ideas. 


ing them about the benefits of fair trade 
principles. 

Fair trade is a major campaign for the 
Montreal EWB chapter. EWB Canada has 
established standards for university cam- 
puses who want to designate themselves 
fair trade zones. Transfair, responsible for 
the fair trade movement, is expected to 
accept the guidelines. So far, no Canadian 
university has made the effort and EWB 
Concordia would love to make their cam- 
pus the first. 

But in the meantime, there's lots to be

done. Students are visiting other schools to 
raise awareness about the global impor- 
tance of clean water through their interac- 
tive presentation Water for the World. On 
Noy. 10 they visited Marianopolis, and 
Trafalagar students will find out more on 
Nov. 13. 

“First we talk about water access and fil- 
tration in developing countries. At the end, 
groups build water filters using simple 
materials,’ said Saleh. “The key is to find 
simple solutions, you don't have to be an 
engineer. 
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The five EWB chapters in Quebec have 
received funding from NSERC to promote 
their activities. Concordias chapter is 
inviting students interested in designing 
an awareness campaign to submit an idea 
for a progressive campaign, along with 
four samples of visual work that promotes 
Canadian involvement in international 
development by Nov. 20 to 
schooloutreach.concordia@gmail.com. 

Each year, EWB raises the funds to send 
two students to work on development 
projects overseas. They need $6 500 to 
finance the four-month trip for one stu- 
dent. Fundraising is done through a variety 
of methods. For instance, on Nov. 14 and 
15, EWB volunteers will be bagging gro- 
ceries for tips at the Alexis Nihon IGA to 
help meet their goal. 

“Last spring, we broke the previous 
record and raised $1 021 in two days, said 
Saleh. He's considering applying to take the 
trip himself some day, though that amount 
of time away from friends and the familiar 
seems daunting, even for someone who 
studies far from his family in Lebanon. 

The group is always looking for new vol- 
unteers. Their next Annual General 
Meeting in on Nov. 18 in the evening. For 
more info on activities, go to concordia.

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Women’s Rugby places 4th at Nationals

For three straight days, the Concordia Stingers womens 
rugby team battled tough conditions and even tougher 
opponents at the Canadian Interuniversity Sport (CIS) 
Championships, hosted by the University of British 
Colombia from November 5 to 8, finishing fourth just shy 
of a medal. 

“I am extremely proud of how our girls played this week - 
end, said Stingers head coach Graeme McGravie. “But it is 
massively disappointing to not come home with a medal.’ 

The disappointment stems from a close 15-10 loss to the 
Guelph Gryphons in Sunday’s bronze medal match, but 
even more so from their loss the day prior. 

On Saturday, the Stingers squared off against the St. 
Francis Xavier X-Women, who were tournament run- 
ners-up in 2008. Despite extreme changes in weather, 
which included rain and hail and a field that was more 
mud than grass, the Stingers had an 8-0 halftime lead. 
Nearing the final whistle, Concordia was still ahead 8-5, 
until StFX were awarded a penalty kick, which they con- 
verted to tie the game. The two teams went scoreless in 


the first ten minutes of sudden-death overtime, but it 
was StFX who earned the try in the second extra frame 
to win the match 13-8. 

“It was a really close game and I thought we did extreme- 
ly well in the very tough conditions,’ said McGravie. “Im 
really proud of how are girls refocused and were able to 
come out tough against Guelph despite a loss like that’ 

In round-robin play on Friday Concordia defeated the 


. Western Ontario Mustangs 10-0, and lost to the eventual 


tournament champions the Lethbridge Pronghorns 15-0. 

The Stingers fourth place finish marks the second time 
the team has made it that far, matching the 1998 team who 
accomplished the feat at the inaugural CIS event. 

For coach McGravie, now in his fifth season, it was the 
second time in three years his team has made the champi- 
onship. They earned a fifth place finish in 2007. 

For their effort throughout the weekend the Stingers 
were honoured with the R.W. Pugh fair play award, as 
selected by the other coaches, for playing the game with 
both class and discipline. For their strong individual play, 
lock Sarah Nesbitt and wing Laura Belvedere were both 
named championship all-stars. 


At the major awards and all-Canadians gala and dinner 
held Thursday night in Vancouver, two Stingers received 
individual accolades for their impressive seasons. 

Hughanna Gaw, a 21-year-old from Elgin, Que., was 
named the CIS Rookie of the Year. She is not only the first 
Stinger, but also the first player from the Quebec Student 
Sports Federation (QSSF) to earn this distinction. Gaw, led 
the team in tackles this season and added two tries for 10 
points. She was also a member of the QSSF all-star team. 

Jackie Tittley, the second-year inside centre, earned her 
second consecutive CIS all-Canadian award. She led the 
team in scoring with three tries, 22 converts and five penal- 
ty goals for 74 points in six regular season games. 

This season, the Stingers finished conference play with a 
5-1 record, good for second overall. They won both playoff 
games, including a thrilling 13-10 overtime victory against 
unbeaten Laval to capture the conference title and avenge 
their loss from last season. 

“We had talked about beating Laval all year, said 
McGravie. “To do it was very satisfying. Our goal for next 
season is to come back to this [CIS] championship and win 
ourselves a medal.
